Hazing, as defined by the SU 
Code of Conduct is: “Doing any act 
of causing any situation which reck- 
lessly or intentionally endangers the 
mental or physical health or safety of 
a student for the purpose of initia- 
tion or admission into any student 
organization that operates under the 
sanction of Salisbury University.” 


Student loan

Although financial problems are 
nothing new to the typical college 
student, Congress is considering a 
piece of legislation to cut more 
money out of the student loan budg- 
et. 

After last week's failed attempt, the 
House of Representatives will move 
to slash higher education lending 
programs by about $14 billion dur- 
ing next week’s meeting. 

Luke Swarthout, a Higher 
Education Associate from State 
Public Interest Research Groups 
(PIRG) says that “the house is plan- 
ning on voting on the large budget 
reconciliation package of $54 billion 
in cuts of which student loan cuts 
constitute approximately 30 percent 
or $14.3 billion.” 

Jasmine Harris, Legislative 
Director of United States Students 
Association (USSA), said “these pro- 
posed cuts to the student loan pro- 
gram will cost the average student 
borrower up to an additional 

$5,800.” 

When asked what the key motive 
for these cuts in education were, 
Harris said that “the initial response 
by legislators is that these cuts are 
being done for the sake of deficit 
reduction. But at the same time 

they are proposing to pass about $70 
billion in tax cuts, therefore the cuts 
to the loan programs are actually 
paying for tax cuts.” This means 
that college students will pay more, 
while wealthier members of society 
will pay less in taxes. 

Republican leaders in the House of 
Representatives last week abandoned 
a planned vote on the budget cuts 
after acknowledging that they lacked 
the votes to pass it. The reason they 
didn’t 


because of college student groups 


have enough votes was 


like PIRG and USSA and their cam- 
paign to “Stop the Raid on Student 
Aid.” 

Swarthout believes that “students 
have played, and continue to play a 
critical role in stopping the largest 
cuts to student aid programs in his- 
tory. Students should call their reps 
and tell them to vote against the 
budget ‘reconciliation.” Students 
interested can call 1-800-574-4243 
and be connected to their local rep- 
resentative. 

Other schools in Maryland have 
already started programs and cam- 
paigns against the budget cuts. The 
SGA at the University of Maryland 
College Park had a bake sale last 
Monday to raise the $14 billion and 
raise awareness on the topic. They 
attempted to sell large cookies for $1 
billion each. 

For the most part students at 
Salisbury University haven't even 
heard of the proposed budget cuts. 
When informed of them most stu- 
dents were worried about how they 
would be able to pay for it all. Will 
Detwiler, a graduate student at 
Salisbury said “I would probably 
have to take off a semester or yéar to 
work and make more money. | 
wouldn't have been able to go to 
Salisbury without the finacial aid | 
received.” 

The USSA states that “63 percent 
of college students wouldn't be able 
to attend college if they did not 
work, and one in five students 
already work thirty-five hours a week 
or more.” And now they are only 
going to have to work more if the 
budget cuts are passed. 

Brad Ellis, an undergraduate stu-

A common misconception of this 
rule is that if a student consents to 
the activity, it is not hazing.

Many people argued the issue of 


whether hazing is more frequent 
among Greek life or athletics. In 
most cases at SU the rates are 


approximately equal. “I don’t think 
there's really any distinction between 
the two,” said junior softball player 
Shannon Davis. “You're still trying 
to become a part of something.” 

“Hazing is cyclical,” explained 
Holmes. According to Holmes, 
when one person gets hazed, they 
then become the “hazer.” 

Holmes agrees that, at least from 
her view, hazing has about the samie 
severity level among Greeks as the 
athletic department. 


Holmes estimates that in her past 


six years at Sl ~ she h as rec eived an 
average of one reported hazing activ 
ity by a fraternity, and one reported 
activity by a sorority each year. 

In recent years there have actually 
been more reported hazing activities 
at the high school level as compared 
to college. According to Knight, the 
students should have their morals in 
place before they come to SU, where 
they can be strengthened. 

“We reinforce good values at SU,” 
said Knight. 


Because SU does not have any 


g controversy 


sponsored Greek or athletic houses, 


the university has no control over 


what goes on off-campus. “A lot of 


activities happen off-campus...we 
just don't see it,” said Holmes. 

Fortunately SU has had no report- 
ed severe hazing activities to date. “I 
think we're lucky that we haven't 
had a serious injury or death,” said 
Holmes. 

“It's your decision whether or not 
you do it,” said Davis. “It’s all about

Unidentified male jumps from

At about 10 p.m. Friday evening a male of 
unknown identity jumped from the third story of a 
University Park apartment complex.

Witnesses said the 
male purposefully jumped over the railing. They 
believe he is not a student at Salisbury University 
and did not know him. They did not want to 


reveal their identities either.
